It educates, 
engages, and empowers students through 
service-learning projects that further develop 
their skills of leadership and good character, 
helping to develop our next generation of 
civic leaders. 


Behind the wheel for this year’s Drive 


event in Romulus are students and teachers » 


from The LEAGUE team in the Romulus 
Community Schools. Last year, 36,000 stu- 
dents nationwide, including many of our 
students here locally, participated in The 
Drive and — across the nation — collected 
$803,341 worth of food and clothing in 
just 21 days. This year, we're determined to 
beat that record, as the need is greater than 


ever. We encourage all Romulus residents 
to join us. Together, we can make a positive 
difference in the lives of countless people. 

The Drive will run through Novem- 
ber 25, and every student in every school 
can participate. Students decide what to col- 
lect, how to collect the items, and where to 
distribute them. Students research their 
community needs to determine what items 
will be collected. Like in sports, classes score 
“points” for each item collected. The points 
are then converted into dollar values — 
demonstrating their economic impact on 


the community. 


This year, each school in the district is 
participating for specific organizations in 
Metropolitan Detroit.

— including Barth, Cory, Halecreek, and 
Merriman — each are holding a drive, 
whether it is for food or clothing, which 
benefits the Helping Hand Thrift Shop in 
Romulus.

Airport To Cut Costs with Wind Energy 


Detroit Metropolitan. Airport (DTW) 
is reporting that it will further reduce its 
consumption of fossil fuels by producing 
its own wind energy at two locations on 
opposite ends of the facility. 

According to a statement issued earlier 
this week, the Wayne County Airport Au- 
thority (WCAA) Board approved a contract 
with Michigan-based Southern Exposure 
Renewable Energy Company to install five 
wind turbines at the airport entrance on 
Rogell Drive and at the South Cell Phone 
Lot on Eureka Road. 

Unlike the traditional towering, three- 
blade, windmill-type turbines, the Wind- 
spire’ units — manufactured by MasTech 
Manufacturing of Manistee, Michigan — are 
cylindrical, vertical-axis wind turbines that 
operate quietly while generating electricity 
for immediate use, regardless of wind direc- 
tion. And, at just 30 feet in height, they 
easily fit within DT W’s airspace limitations. 

“We have calculated that the two units 
at the South Cell Phone Lot will, on aver- 
age, generate 60% to 70% of the power 
needed for the lot’s overhead lights and to 
illuminate the sign,” said Ali Dib, WCAA 
Facilities and Infrastructure director. “On 
windy days and during daylight hours, we 
will be feeding electricity back to DTE 
Energy's grid.” 

The wind energy project is one of 
many environmentally friendly initiatives at 


the airport. DT W has been the world leader 


in recycling aircraft de-icing fluid for eight 
of the past nine years. The new North Ter- 
minal is programmed to harvest daylight 
and automatically reduce lighting and cool- 
ing in terminal areas not in use. The North 
Terminal also supplies pre-conditioned air, 
400hz of power, and underground jet fuel 
to each gate, which reduces the need for 
idling aircraft engines and excess vehicles 
on the ramp. This is expected to reduce 
emissions of various air pollutants by more 
than 1,300 tons over the expected life span 
of the building. Further, the airport has 
installed a solar panel and LED lighting 
prototype at the North Cell Phone Lot and 
established more efficient electrical fixtures 
in the parking structures, saving $79,000 
in energy costs annually, + 

In 1999, Detroit Metropolitan Airport 
received international acclamation for the 
creation of Crosswinds Marsh, a 1,000-acre 
wetland preserve constructed in Sumpter 
Township to replace airfield wetlands dis- 
turbed by runway and terminal construc- 
tion. The preserve provides habitat for a 
variety of wildlife and offers public access 
and educational opportunities for children. 

“Many other such initiatives are under 
way or planned for the future,” said WCAA 
CEO Lester Robinson. “We continue to 
look for opportunities to be a friend to the 
environment while maintaining one of the 
most operationally capable airports in the 


world.” O

Wayne County Airport Authority Urges 
Legislature To Support Aerotropolis 


Wayne County Airport Authority 
CEO Lester Robinson has told state lead- 
ers in Lansing that the proposed Detroit 
Region Aerotropolis offers a unique devel- 
opment opportunity worthy of statewide 
support. 

In testimony provided before the 
Michigan House of Representatives Trans- 
portation Committee on November 5, 
Robinson acknowledged Aerotropolis oppo- 
nents: concern that the legislature's special 
consideration of the Aerotropolis would 
necessarily hamper development elsewhere 
in the state, but clarified that, “Ihe Aero- 
tropolis does not compete with our core 
cities because its development focus is not 
the same.” 

“I understand that some communities 
worry that Michigan's core cities and com- 
munities will be unable to compete with 
the Aerotropolis for new development,” he 
stated. “This assumption is false because 
what the Aerotropolis will attract are busi- 
nesses that desire to operate next to a major, 
international, hub airport, which no other 
community in Michigan is ready to offer.” 

Robinson further asserted that the 
presence of two major airports — Detroit 
Metro and Willow Run — just seven miles 
apart, with plenty of developable land in 
between, not only positions Metro Detroit 
to lead the state’s economic resurgence, but 
gives Michigan a competitive advantage 
against other aerotropolis developments 
nationwide. 

The Aerotropolis, or “airport city’, is 
a concept pioneered by John Kasarda, Dean 
of the Kenan Institute of Private Enterprise 
and Professor of Entrepreneurship at the 
University of North Carolina. It suggests 
that, as air travel has overtaken roads and 
shipping as the primary avenue of global 
trade, new urban cores have the potential 
to form around major international airports 
the way they once did on the banks of rivers 
and, later, around roads and highways. 

Wayne County Executive Robert 
Ficano has made the development of the 
Detroit Region Aerotropolis a central focus 
of his Administration, frequently citing the 


jobs and economic opportunities such a 
development would bring. 

According to the WCAA, aerotropolis- 
type developments have already been suc- 
cessful in Europe and Asia, as well as near 
Dallas/Ft. Worth, Louisville, and Memphis 
area airports. Robinson also pointed to a 
similar development, under way near 
Chicago’s O’Hare International Airport, 
that has been constrained by the airport's 
inability to expand — placing Detroit, with 
its existing airfield capacity already surpass- 
ing Chicago, at a competitive advantage for 
airport-centered development. 

The Airport Authority, which was cre- 
ated by the State Legislature in 2002, is an 
independent entity responsible for the oper- 
ation of both Detroit Metro Airport and 
Willow Run Airport. Although the WCAA 
is prohibited by Federal law from funding 
development outside of the airport proper, 
the Authority says it nonetheless recognizes 
the WCAA’s central role of providing the 
airport core that makes such an Aerotropolis 
possible. 

Having welcomed more than 35 mil- 
lion passengers in 2008, Detroit Metro Air- 
port is the busiest airport in Michigan and 
among the world’s largest air transportation 
hubs. DTW is the second-largest hub for 
the world’s largest airline, Delta, and offers 
nonstop service between southeast Michi- 
gan and more than 160 destinations around 
the globe. 

After securing its place in history by 
the critical role it played in the mobiliza- 
tion effort for World War II, Willow Run 
Airport now serves as a major air cargo and 
general aviation facility. A study conducted 
by the University of Michigan-Dearborn in 
2005 estimated the combined two airports 
statewide economic impact to be upwards 
of $7.8 billion, and the basis for more than 
74,000 Michigan jobs. 

“If given the support by the State Legis- 
lature that it deserves, one can only begin 
to imagine the potential a Detroit Region 
Aerotropolis would have to fuel economic 
development across Michigan,” Robinson 


said. C)

The mission of the 777th is to function 
as a U.S. Central Agency in each theater of 
war for the receipt, processing, mainte- 
nance, dissemination, and transmittal of 
required information and data relating to 
Enemy Prisoners of War/ Civilian Internees, 
American prisoners of war, and dislocated 
civilians within their assigned theater.

Once the unit reaches its destination, 
it will relieve a reserve unit from Terra 
Haute, Indiana. Unit members will take 
over the responsibilities of managing the 
records and personal belongings of all 
detainees in theater interment facilities 
throughout Irag. Additional tasks will in- 
volve assisting in the transition of authority 
and responsibility of detention facilities to 
the Iragi government.
